CANADIAN LEGION 
WILL MEET IN 
CONVENTION 


The Canadian Legion of ‘the Brit- 
ish Empire Service League will be 
helding its Dominion convention in 
Fort william this month end and con- 
tinuing for five days. It is likely that 
the Gleichen branch will be represent- 
ed, Prior to the opening of the con- 
vention, special committees have been 
set up; to consolidate and discuss the 
hundreds of resolutions which have 
been sent in. 

The Dominion convention of the 
Legion can well be called the “Parli- 
ment of Ex-Service Men” as all prob- 
lems affecting them are debated and 
recommendations made to Dominion 
government. At the last convention 
which was held in Vancouver in 1936, 
the question of uneployment amongst 
returned men iwas one of the princi- 
pal matters, 

Following the convention, a parlia- 
mentary committee was appointed. 
This committee consisted of returned 


men, Who represened all parties in 
the House of Commons? They dis- 
cussed evidence and their main re- 


commendation was that a Veterans’ 
Assistance Commission be appointed 
to travel Canada taking evidence and 
making records of all unemployed ex- 
service men and to assist towards 
the employment of the former mebers 
of the forces, 

At the last session of parliament 
this commission broughit in an inter- 
im report recommending numerous 
suggestions which would lead  to- 


wards the placing in employment of 
unemployed exservice men or to their 
being taken care of by the Dominion 
Government rather than as at pres- 
ent through municipal relief.They also 
made recommendations which) would 
matesially have assisted Imperials 
now living in Canada.Their report was 
not aceptable to the Dominion gov- 
ernment in whole. The government 
did, however, set up in _ principal 
points voluntary local committees 
composed of leading citizens who 
gave their services without charge; 
the government paying for office and 
secretarial work. 

As a ocnsequence of this, a corps 
of commissionaries has been formes 
in practically every, Province an 
a number of ¢x-service men have ob 
tained employment through — this 
source. A scheme of probationul 
training was, also, accepted but in 
the case of Alberta, this has not prov- 
ed of very material benefit, only te. 
or fifteen men having been granted 
this, 

ane Velerans’ Assistance Commis 
sion have now pyesented to the gov- 
ernment its final report. It is too 
voluminous to be printed, A fact, 
however, does stand out in both th. 
interiin report and the tinal wepoin 
and tnat is that this commission be- 
lieved that ex-service men, who serv- 
ed in an actual theatre of war, and 
ure now in need through no fault o: 
ttieein own, but owing to the genera. 
unemployment throughout the Vomin- 
ion should be taken care of by the 
federal government and should no. 
be a charge upon the municipal ov. 
provncial authoritics owing to the 
fact that a large number are withou. 
employment because otf their having 
enlisved when otherwise they woul. 
have been receiving training, whic. 
would have enabled them to obtan 
special abilities in different occupa 
tions. 

The Legion at its last conventiv. 
telt that men whoo had reachid oh 
age of fifty or fitty-live years of.ay 
and had bezn unemployed for » goo. 
many years should be considered un 
employable and granted wear veterans 
aliowancze until such time as the, 
could obtain employment. There i: 
ho question at all but that men in 
volved would very much prefe. 
employment at a living wage tha. 
having to accept war veterans’ allow 
ance or unemployment assistance, L1 
however, it is found and the evidenc: 
would point to the fast that a larg, 
number of these men are permanent 
ly unemployable, then the federai 
government should assume responsi- 
bility for them,

RECORDS SHOW 


STEADY GAINS 


In reviewing the record of life in- 
surance in Canada during the past 
year, Mr. G. Wilson Geddes, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Life Insurance 
Officers Association and General 
Manager and Actuary, of the North- 
ern Life Assurance Company, point- 
ed out that no single subject was of 
such material interest to so many 
people as that of life insurance, in 
which more than one-third of the 
men and women of the country had 
their sayirzs so safely invested, 

These 3,500,000 policyholders, at 
the end of 1937, were protected a- 
gainst the two great hazards of life— 
premature death and penniless old 
age, by approximately $6,900,000,000 
life insurance then in force in the 
greatest co-operative and democra- 
tic business in Canada. Behind this 
protection stands, as at December 
81, 1937, over $2,000,000,000 of 
assets, owned by thie policy holders 
and invested for them in Dominion, 
provincial and municipal securities, 
in first mortgages on carefully  se- 
lected city, town and farm  propers 
ties, in public utility bonds, in 
school debentures, ete. In this way 
the savings of more than 3,500,000 
thrifty citizens have served the 
nation’s best interests by financing 
many a worthy public and private 
enterprise, and by thus stimulating 
employment in the years of economic

“Every working day throughout 
1937,” said Mr. Geddes, “half a 
million dollars was disbursed in cash 
by the life insurance companies of 
Canada to their policy holders, most 
of them men and women of modest 
means who had thus thriftly provided 
for the proverbial rainy day. In fact, 
this daily circulaion last year of the 
accumulated savings of our citizens in 
life inaurance far_exeeded the di- 
rect relief payments of all agencies 
throughout the Dominion. 


“Despite the recession in other 
lines of business,” continued Mr.

The premiums paid on world’s 
markets for the top grades of Can- 
adian wheat, because of their scarcity 
were higher than ever before regis-

The world’s estimated demand for 
export wheat was the lowest record- 
ed since 1913-14, 

Wars and fear of wars greatly dis- 
turbed wheat markets, both buyers 
and sellers, 

For the first time in three years 
the world produced sufficient wheat 
to supply its annual consumptive de- 
niands, 

World’s wheat carry-over is still 
150 million bushels less than is us- 
ually considered sufficient. 

The new Argentine wheat crop was 
severely, damaged by frost. 

All these unusual factors had a 
marked influence in causing prices 
to rise or to decline rapidly as news 
of the various occurances came for- 
ward, 

The following factors have tended 
to raise price: Active buying of Ar- 
gentine wheat by Brazil and Argen- 
tine millers. Lack of moisture in 
U.S. middlewest. Germany buys sev- 
eral cargoes of Argentine wheat. 
Exports to non-European countries 
exceed a year ago. South Africa pro- 
hibits corn exports, Taiwan (For- 
mosa) rice crops smaller than a year 
ago. 

The following factos have tended 
to lower price: Rains save Argen- 
tine corn crop, Indian wheat crop pro- 
gressing well. Australian private esti- 
mate higher than official. Unsatis- 
factory financial conditions in import- 
ing countries. United Kingdom us- 
ing more homegrown wheat. Argen- 
ine corn acreage believed large. U. 
§S farm stocks almost double year 


ego. Sahty 
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crease in new business was the de- 
crease in terminations, which was 
probably at the lowest level since 
1929. This is an indication that con- 
ditions are improving and that the 
average policy holder is realizing 
more and more that his life insuranca 
is his greatest asset. 


“In their trustee relationship to 
policy holders and beneficiaries, the 
greatest problem confronting life 


insurance executives,” declared Mr. 
Geddes, “is thle handling of investment 
matters. 

“On the whole, conditions improved 
throughout the country during the 
past year and a number of municipal- 
ities and industrial corporations have 
been taken out of default, and lesa 
is being heard of threatened nepudia- 
tions. The decided recession in bus+ 
iness which develorprd in the United 
States last summer, fortunately has 
had little effect on Canadian bus- 
iness so far. The newsprint: industry 
seems to be the only one to feel the 
effect directly, and, of course the 
security market. has reacted in line 
with the New York market. The re- 


cession in newsprint and sec rity val- 
ues presents another problem fox ‘ife 
insurance companies, but, of course, 
a comparatively minor one. 

“A fair rate of interest for the rent 
of the accumulated funds of the >ol- 
icy holders is necessary for the suce 
cess of the business, Thearvically the 
life insurane business c¢ id not be 
carried on without interes ut tia 
cost of the insurance would be twice 
as great as it is now. ’

Watchful Policy Needed 


In the mass of material that has already been submitted and is still 
being presented to the Rowell Commission on Dominion-provincial relations 
there is danger of some matters of considerable importance to the west 
being overlooked because of lack of emphasis, or at least side-tracked as 
comparatively insignificant when balanced against the more overwhelming 
issues of finance and divisions of legislative and administrative responsibilty. 

One of these problems which is apt to get the “miss in balk’ because 
of the absence of the spectacular is that of assistance in the further de- 
velopment of the Hudson Bay route and for aid in promoting additional 
business for the direct and short pathway between the Canadian west and 
European markets submitted at the Regina sitting of the Commission by 
the On-to-the-Bay association as a section of the Saskatchewan Government 
brief.

A Five-Year Plan 

The Association asked that consideration be given to proposals that 
the Federal government absorb the differential in marine insurance rates 
as between the Bay route and the Lake and Rail route via Montreal, to 
place rates between Winnipeg and Great Britain on a competitive basis, for 
a period of five years. 

The Association also requested the Federal government to establish a 
modern coal handling plant at Churchill equipped with screening facilities, 
weigh scales and other equipment to ensure prompt and economic discharge 
of incom’ng cargoes of Welsh anthracite coal and the installation of addi- 
tional storage facilities, both at Churchill and intermediate points such as 
Hudson Bay Junction and The Pas to facilitate the storage and breaking: 
of bulk of merchandise for the wholesale and retail trade in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan cities.

Marine Insurance Rates 

There is a good deal to be said in furtherance of these requests, much 
more than was contained in the brief and considerably more than space 
permits in this column, 

In respect to the first request it should be pointed out, however, that 
if marine insurance rates continue to decline with the same speed that 
they have since the route was opened for business in 1931 by the end of a 
five-year period, provided sufficient volume of traffic can be secured, the 
rates will by that time be down to the same level as rates prevailing for 
inward and outward bound consignments through the St. Lawrence. Given 
improved crop conditions the necessary volume of business to ensure this 
result should be handled through Churchill during the next five years if 


the requested Federal aid is forthcoming.

An Economic Proposition 
Increased volume of traffic in both directions is also the objective of 
the requests for coal handling and storage facilities. The provision of such 
facilities would not only tend to make feasible inbound cargoes of Welsh 


coal and merchandise but would go a long way towards promoting the ex-| 


port of timber for pit props, for which there is a demand in British col- 
lieries, and junk, of which there is plenty on Western Canadian farms and 
for which there is also a market in Great Britain. 

The provision of intermediate storage sheds would undoubtedly go a 
long way towards popularizing the Hudson Bay route with wholesalers and 
retailers in the centres of at least two of the prairie provinces as it would 
enable them to combine shipments, break bulk at interior points and secure 
consignments in less than carload quantities at local points, provided the 


government is prepared to furnish such service at nominal cost for a period. 
It would also enable consignees to combine purchases and shipments on an 
economic basis,

Criticism Unwarranted 


During the past few months sniping at the expense of the Hudson Bay 
route has been indulged in by some of the Eastern press, the inference 
being left that the system is somewhat of a white elephant, that it will 
be a long time, if ever, before it can stand on its own feet and that the 
East hag had to bear the expense of its construction and is now called upon 
to finance its maintenance. 

It is true that the railway is not yet paying its way, but the critics 
failed to point out that during the whole period it has been operating the 
west has been suffering from the combined shock of world economic de- 
pression with crop failures superimposed as an additional handicap, with 
the result that comparatively little export grain has been available for out- 
hound cargoes via the H.B, route and the purchasing ability for incoming 
commodities has been severely curtailed, 

As for the East bearing the cost of construction, this inference was 
badly shattered when the On-to-the-Bay association drew to the attention 
of the Commission that 40 per cent. of the $53,000,000 which the project 
including terminal facilities has cost, was financed by the sale of Mid- 
Western lands collected in cash ‘‘and” to quote the brief, ‘‘as there is still 
over twenty millions unpaid on contracts, it is possible that a further sub- 


stantial sum may be realized,”

Should Advertise Wheat 


Hind Advocates Fewer Acres 
And Larger Yields To Lower

Canada should send experts 
world wheat countries, particularly 
Russia, “to keep us posted,” Dr. E.

WATCH TEMPERATURES . 
IN DEEP-FAT FRYING 


Doughnuts belong to the colder 
winter months. They are frowned 
upon by many people because they 
are considered hard to digest. They 
certainly are not an ideal food for 
children and inval:ds but an active 
person can digest doughnuts if they 
have been properly made and are 
eaten in moderation. 

The temperature of the fat is most 
important. If the fat is too cold the 
doughnuts become soaked tae fat. 
t de- 
composes. It should not be smok- 
ing hot. 

Test the temperature with a little 
of the uncooked doughnut mixture 
or with a little bread. A small cube 
of bread should turn a golden brown 
in 60 seconds, if raw foods are to 
be cooked, 

The kettle for deep-fat frying 
should be deep and should be of} 
heavy material. An iron one is best. ! 
It takes a long time to heat up but} 
once the pan’ and fat are heated 
through, they remain at a uniform 
temperz.ture. 

If the fat has been used several 
times, it js wise to clarify it.. Add 
a few slices of raw potatoes and heat 
gradually. The potato will absorb 
some of the strong odors. Strain the 
hot fat through'a cloth over a 
strainer. This removes all. the solid) 
particles and pieces of burned food, 

Lard is used a good deal for deen- 
fat frying. Some of the lard sub 
stitutes made of vegetable oils are 
eyen more satisfactory but a com- 
bination is advised. Fat rendeied 
from poultry is excellent, 

While you have a quantity of fat 
on hand for deep-fat frying, why not 
try some fritters? They are a varia- 
t.on of doughnuts and are cooked in 
the same manner, Diced up fruit 
may be added to the fritter batter.

cup flour 
teaspoons baking powder 
tablespoo..s sugar * 
teaspoon sali 
cup milk 


1 egg 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients, 
beat the egg and add the milk. Stir 
the wet ingredients into the dry ones, 
Add the apple which has been cut 
into small pieces. Drop by spoonsful 
into the hot fat and fry like dough- 
nuts,

To Creighton and his prospecting

Would Be Great Saving 


Papier Mache Milk Bottle Invented 
By London Man | 

A rejectable milk bottle that he| 
hopes will save dairies thousands of 
dollars a year has been invented by} 
A. W. T. Inglis, London, Ont., insur-| 
ance agent and a resident of Windsor | 
until last summer. A _ patent has 
been applied for but has not been 
granted. The bottle is made of 
papiér mache or compressed pulp, | 
lined with cellophane, and can be 
turned out by the thousands at less 
than half a cent each, Mr. Inglis| 
said. 

Two features that make it differ- 
ent from other disposable milk bot- 
tles in use are windows in the papier 
mache outer crust, through which 
the housewife can see how much 
milk is in the bottle and how much} 
cream is on the milk, and a, special 
construction which will permit use of 
ordinary milk bottle fillers and cap-| 
pers. The invention is shaped exactly 
like the present milk bottle.

There are 800 people telephoning 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific every 
day, connected up at New York. One 
can pick up a telephone transmitter 
and get connection with anyone of 
82,500,000. And that number is 9 
per cent. of all the telephones of the 
world. There are seventy countries 
interlocked by wire or radio with the 
telephone system of Canada. Only 
Soviet Russia and New Zealand, also 
Greenland, are as yet unconnected 
with the world telephone network. 

The United States records 85,000,-
